It is unnecessary 
to enlargo upon the vital importance

—donlestio alike with publio in- 
terests. Few countries have beon po 
shamefully abused in this particular ub 
British Columbia ; and while she re- 
mains under the control of oxisting 
outside influences, wo can see little 
hopo for improvement. We suggested 
yesterday the propriety of subsidising 
tho G. S. Wright to run to San Fian- 
oisco— a vessel which, if not in every 
rospoct up to the necessities of our 
trade, could nevertbel ss bo mado to 
work a complete resolution. In tfoq 

bobSta tho possession of the "entire 
steam traffio of tho coast and 
that they intend to rotain it at all 
coBts," can never be brought to .treat 
us with justice escopt through pecu- 
niary arguments. . So true is this that 
our sistor oity Portland, (although 
American) after allowing their oppo- 
sition [boats to bo sold to the same 
company, havo found thoy made a 
great mistake, and are now exerting 
themselves to redeem tbcii error. If 
Portland receives unju6t treatment, 
what else can Viotoria expect ? It 
■would well pay this colony to subsU 

. dise tboG. S. Wright even at $2000 a 
month, if she guarranteed two trips 
in that'poriod. Such Bubsidy would 
work well in throe ways— it would 
insure our merchants a constant re- 
ceipt of their goods, and tho publio a 
constant receipt of their mails; it 
would afford those who wished to 
come to the country, and those who 
wished to leave it on business or 
otherwise the moans of doing so 
- quickly, and it would enable the 
Wright to battle out any opposition 
that might bo brought against hor to 
keep the monopoly whoro it is at pro-. 
Bent. We are convinced strong efforts 
would bo made to rotain the unbroken 
Bteam trade of tho whole coasJ, tbo 
original object, by the way, of tbo 
monopoly which has ever sacrificed 
our interests to its convenience ; but, 
if we properly sustain tbo Wright, wo 
can langh at all such opposition, for 
tho stronger it iB tho more good it 
will do us. One thing is certain, tbe 
Hailaday line will not bo withdrawn 
from this route, especially nfl it now 
connects with Sitka, if wo put on tbe 
Wright; and it is equally certain 
that we are intended to pay for sucb 
addition to its gain. It a pretty little

not think proper to call hero with such 
freight and passengers as thoy got at 
each ond, they would be compelled to 
come for coal ; and at times it is by 
no means a bod idea to lot such people 
feel we aro independent of tin m. It 
cuts down tbo stilt-walking principle 
immonHo'y. As tho Homo Govern~ 
mcnt has promised to pay hall our 
postal expenses, wo can really boo no 
great obmacle to some such plan as wo 
suggest being successfully carried out 
immediately. Wo have only to add 
that tho Wright might bo permitted 
to call at Portland, either going 
down or coming up, which would ac- 
complish another good. It appears to 
us tho opportunity has at last offered 
by which wo can lreo ourselves ot one 
of our greatest evils; and *e most 
earnestly but respectfully PUbrait it to 
the consideration of tho Executive and 
Seleot Committee, trusting it may ru- 
coivo tho attention due to its import- 
ance. 

Tbe telegiaphio dispatches of last night 
bring us tho moat Btirrinz news we bave re- 
ceived for some time. First thoy announce 
the end of iho Abyssinian war, which bus 
been brought to a close Pius speedily by a 
single baltlo, nnd a tingle victory, as com- 
plete in its results as it is gratilying to onr 
national pride. A portion of tho French, and 
Ameruan press (bought we were getting 
In'O serious trouble, by undertaking the pun- 
ishment of Tfieorlortia, and predicted nil sorts 
of evil j but Gen Napier, up to the tradi- 
tions of bis name and connlry, has finished 
tbo affair with scarcely a single casualty, 
and in an almost incredibly short time. Tho 
booty and trophies of war were many and 
Valuable, and tbe destruclion of Ibe hostile 
army complete. Tho telegraph supplies i 
list of tbu principal booty captured from tho 
fortress and palace of this cruel bruggart 
monarch, who perished amid tbe ruius olbia 
Capital. Abyssinia is now oura by con- 
quest, and a valuable addition it will prove 
iu our duuiinion. 'Ibe ifTueiOD and conquest 
if wisely regarded, may teach tbo jrorld a 
\ wholesome lesson of what England is still 
capable when ber honor is assailed or the 
» rights oi her subject" »r? invaded. 



It would have given as pleasure to con- 
tinue such congratulations', bat the wires 
from another of onr distant posBeesiona brings 
news a n distressing aa tho other is glorious. 
His Royal Highness tha Duke of Edinburgh, 
while in Sydney, wbb shot in tbe back by o 
Fenian named Farrell, in an attempt nt aa- 
sossination more cold-blooded and hellish 
than any that has jet disgraced tie crime- 
stained career of this infernal order. Al- 
though the ball was not extraoted until two 
days after the occurrence, and the wound 
thereby was naturally irritated and painful, 
the life of tho Prince we rejoice to say is so 
far considered safe. The question becomes 
every day stronger, what is to be done with 
this canoerous exorosceoce which has grown 
upon oar body politic ? In order to make o 
tree grow pioperly and its fruit fully flnTor« 
ed, the pruning knife is used without remorse 
or hesitation when disease demands it. "We 
do not believe in reprisals on general prin- 
ciples; but when tbe lilo of man becomes 
valueless in tbe estimation of these fiends, 
and intellect, virtue, youth and innocence, 
aro but additional reasons for assassination, 
every true man lies under the deepeBt obli- 
gation to avenge society. Tha history of 
Fooiarism is tbe blackest history ol murder, 
assassination, rebellion, incendiarism, nnd 
crime in every shape tbe world ever 
knew. Tbo sooner, therefore, it is blotted 
from existence tbe grealer number oJ valu- 
able lives will be spared hereafter. What 
wrong bad the Princa ever done tha Fe- 
nians'?

Hon Pamberton asked for returns of in- 
come and expenditure of the Assay Oflico 
sinoo last returns mado to the Counoil. 
Deterred till item of Assay Office was 
reached in Estimates. 

Hudson Hay Titles Bill read a second 
time.

Hon RobBon moved second reading 1 . He

Legislative Council. 

Friday. April 24th, 1868. 

Council met at I p m. Present, Hons 
Ilnmley. Stump, Pamberton, DeCosmos, Cox, 
Youne, (presiding ) Crease, Spalding, Smith, 
Ball, Ker, Helmcken, Wood, Trntcb, Walkem, 
O'Reilly. Itobeon and Elwyn. 

Hou Helmcken ga.e notice that he would 
bring in nn Ordinance to increase tbe duties 
on Foreigo Fruit. 

Hon DeCosmos said tbat as the question ol 
Coofederation was one of such great import- 
ance to this Colony the discussiou might be 
be deferred till evening. Deferred till even- 
ing nocordinglv. 

DRAWBACK ORDINANCE, 

Hon DeCosmos explained tbe nature of 
tbo Bill. 

Hon Hamley opposed the bill. Tha stock 
of spirits still on hand would not be coutumed 
during tho next two years. The difficulty of 
uuoing original paekuges was tbe great ob- 
9taole to a system ol drawbacks such as tha 
bill proposed. The subject had been lully 
considured by tha Executive Government 
aud had been given up ns impracticable. 

Hon Helmcken thought tbe hou Collector 
of Customs was straining at a gnat. The 
difficulties in the way of such a system were 
not so great as represented. 

Hou Robson opposed the bill. Ho never 
heard ol such a syBtcm of drawbacks being 
applied to retail trade. He bad had fifteen 
years' experience behind a counter and knew 
how impracticable it would be. Such a sys- 
tem might be very well iu regard to the 
wholesale trade, as it alone had been applied 
io other countries. It would opon ihe door 
lo fraud and won d prove more expensive to 
(he Colony than advaniagoons. 

Hun Ball thought tha objections of the last 
speaker extremely fanciful. In consequame 
of our Tariff foreign trade had considerably 
declined and be tnought any system gocd 
that would hoip ua to regain it. It was irue 
some modiBcaiion was necessary in tha Bill, 
but thut cuuld ba done io committee. 

Hon Walkem wus glad to hear thehon 
member, while holding bis present position, 
spouk on the subject as he did and enunciate- 
sucb liborul views. If there was any modi- 
fication necessary that could be arranged iD 
committee. The amount proposed as the 
limit lor drawbacks was small, but from 
small beginnings we should progress to great 
results. Everything must huve a commence- 
ment. We should foster trade, whioh was 
tho main thiog. Instead ol ladies buying 
small amount?, as suggested by tbe hon 
member for Nuw Westminster, tbe system 
would induce merchauts to come from the 
other side of the Sound and buy wholesale, 
by which means thoy could supply such small 
parcels of goods lo the ladies at home aa 
could bo supplied here. 

Hon Crease said that by a clause, in tho 
bill iho Executive was suppostdlodo Ihe 
work wbiob ought to be done iu that Council. 
He was not surprised lo see such meusures 
brought lorwaid. The Tariff was beginning 
to pinch Victorians and «uch bills Here the 
coiiBcquenee. 

Hon Trulch was sorry he was obliged to 
oppose the bill, as ha did not see any practi- 
cal mode of geitrng over Ihe difficulties attend- 
ing such a system. He hoped era long to 
see Victoria once more a Iree porl. 

Hon DeCo.smos said such frivolous objeo- 
l ions as those ol tbe hoo Attorney General 
wero very likely to raiBe u storm against Ibe 
Government. Tho system was nothing new ; 
it had lonu been in u^e in Nova Scotia. He 
ihught it would be a long time before a tieo 
port was re-eslnblish A at Victoria. 

On division ibe second reading waa carried. 
To be committed to-morrow. 

Firo Inquest Ordinance was read a second 
time. Committed for Monday. 

Cherry Creek Silver Mining Company. 
The House went into Oommiitee of tbo Whole 
on this petition, hon Cox iu the chair. 

Hon Walkem moved that the Council send 
nn bumble ad.lress to His Excellency the 
Governor, praying lhat the conditions asked 
by petitioners should bogranled. All miuing 
louses emunuting from the hon Attorney" 
General wero marked by the same delect — 
the Royalties. Tbo reason why similar con- 
ditions were not ioBeiied in Cariboo leases 
was beuause they knew belter up there lhun 
to uceept s u °h terms. We were just follow- 
ing in tho lootstepa of the Canadians who, 
having tho richast side of Luke Superior, 
retained it uowotked, while on the American 
aide there were lorty millions ol dollars in- 
vested in mining. 

Hon Truteh was prepared to go as far any 
one in n course of judicious liberality, but the 
terms demanded by that petition were con- 
trary to the laws ol the Colony, the laws il 
was his duty to support j he-ico tha terms 
Huggoiled by the Howe Sound Co. were im- 
possible. II such changes in leases weie 
permitted ull leuses under Uovi rnment would 
appl v for similar privileges. The company, 
by ilieir agent, had proscribed their own 
conditions. The two |.er cent. Royalty could 
be no obsinclt) io the prosecution of ttie 
work, (ho amount would bu so small to the 
company, but it might he a vulnuhle source 
of revenuo to the Colouyi He objected lo 
special legislation. 

Hon Crease i bought, iho boo mover cf the 
poiition hud endeavored to lend tho House 
to believe tbat it was owing to conditions of 
lease that the requisite capital could not bu 
obtained in California. Hut the hon .gen- 
tleman should have told the House that

Hon HelmckBo would conclude from what 
Iho hou gentleman stared that it waa nol 
anything which bad lulling from himself or 
any other member ol the House that such dis- 
position of the Government bud arisen, but 
merely from n desire not to run counter to Ibe 
wishes of the people. 

The Council than adjourned till 8 p. m, 
Ibis evening.

CaptForsaith, U S revenue officer, formerly 
stationed ot Stckio, arrived oo Ibe steamer 
Fly yeoterdaj mornitjg via Nsnaimo, to which 
place ha came in tha 11 B Co's steamer Ottar. 
Oapt Forsaitta roporta that while at Maseett 
Harbor tlio natives reported the loss of a 
schoooer (supposed to be ihe Growler from 
Viototia) with all on board, off Capo Murray 
about Gve weeks ago. 

Tbo Otter reached here last evening and 
brought confirmatory intelligence of the loss 
ol the Growler. The Otter left Silka oo the 
Ajh April. Sho arrivad at Stekin on tha oih 
and landed Mr C Wnltlen (who has been 
appointed Inspector of Customs there in the 

•will proceed up the river to minn as «o«o «b 
the ico breaks up. The Otter left 3tekio on 
the 9<h and arrived at Masset Harbor, Queen 
Charlotte IalanH, on the 1 1th. The Indians 
reported a schooner wrecked off Capa Mur- 
ray.

They were much 
lacerated by tha action of the waves. One 
of tbe men, they say, was very tall. The 
IndiaDB got two small kegs of liquor from the 
wrack and obtained soma money by diving.

On her way down the Oiler called 
at North Island, Fort Simpson, Metlakabila, 
Bella Bolln, Bella Coola, Fort Rupert, Deso- 
lation Sound, Oomox and Nanaimo. 

Tbo Growler sailed Irom Victoria on Ihe 
19th of Marob last with a cargo of general 
merchandise for Silka, valued at $35,000, 
owned mostly at Port Townsend. Tbe fol- 
lowing persons are knnwn to have beau on 
board ol her when sho lelt thin port : Horace 
Coffin, Captain ; George U Sprague, George 
Nicbolls, Abiatn Jackson, Tboa biley, A 
Stewart, C A Timpson. John Shepherd, Sam- 
uel Thompson, Harris McAlmond, a hall- 
breed woman, known as Estelle, and a young 
man (passenger) from San Francisco, under- 
stood lo be connected wilh a mercantile bouse 
there. The Giowler was the property of the 
new American Fur Company and wus insured 
for $3,000.

Mwbat, April 27th. 

House met at 1 p. m, Fourteen mem- 
bers present.

Hon DeCosmos presented a petition 
from Tnomas Spence, risking two and a half 
years additional right of bridge over 
Thompson River. To be considered to- 
morrow. 

Bon Helmcken gave notice of motion 
for returns of arrears of expenditure for 
1867. 

Hon DeCo3mos gave notico of address 
to the Governor recommending the pres- 
ent time most favorable for Union with 
Canada. 

In committee of supply, hon Wood 
made a loi'g speech recommending ap- 
propriation of twenty thousand dollars 
for education — Lost. 

Hon Robsoii's motion, same object for 
ten thousand. — Curried. 

On mail contracts lion Young sug- 
gested a Select Committee to consider 
a mail service with San Francisco — 
Carried. 

Ho stated that the Homo Government 
was prepared to pay half lliu expense. 

Message No. 15, from His Excellency 
the Governor, slating there would be uo 
alteration in road tolls this session. 

Message No. 14, ou Limitations of 
Actions Bill, iu which amendments were 
made. 

Fire Inquest Bill passed through Com- 
mittee complete ; third reading to- 
morrow. 

Hon DeCosmos' motion on alteration 
of the Constitution ot the Council ; defer- 
red till to morrow. 

Hon Hejmcken'a Anatomical Bill, read 
second time ; committed to-morrow. 



Liirope. 

London, April 23. — Examinations of 
the Clerkenwell Fenians have been con- 
tinued; the evidence against tho accused 
accumulates. 

In tho Honso of Lords the Duke of 

Buckingham arid Ldrd Carnarvon, 

eulogised Darcy McGeo. 
. In the Houso of Commons the annual 
budget was submitted. The expenditures 
esiimated at 111,350,000/ fell livu hundred 
thousand pounds short of that amount. 
Tho surplus of receipts over expenditures 
for next year is estimated at .£920,000. 
The cost of tho Abyssinian war is estima- 
ted at fivo millioi h of this balance, tl.ro ; 
million is to bo made up during tho ensu- 
ing year. 

Gladstono made brief remarks on 
Estimates, said to be an imposition of tho 
income tux, in addition to tho burden on 
traio. Ho thought tho cos*, of tho 
Abyssinian wnr was under estimated. He 
censured the Government for increasing 
tlio expenditures. The Chancellor of 
Exchequer defended the budget from 
criticisms of Mr Gladstone. He moved 
Committee of tho Whole to report to the 
Houso on the subject on May 4th, which 
was passed. The House adjourned. 

In tho Houso of Lords the bill abolish- 
ing Church rates, which passed the 
House of Commons beforo Easter, came 
up. Earl Derby and Archbishop of 
Canterbury and York, und tho Bishop of 
London, opposed tho bill," but upproved 
its passage to second reading. The 
speakers all concurred In opinion that the 
present tendency of policy was towards 
the disestablishment of tho Church. A 
motion was mado lo refer tho bill to a 
select Committee, but after a long dis- 
cussion the motion was withdrawn. The 
bill was read a second time, and the 
Houso adjourned. 

Njcw York, April 24, — Tho Herald' 'a 
Berlin special sayf, its rumored that 
France, Austria and Prussia have agreed 
to reduce their armies by granting fur- 
lough.

The Captives Set Free ! 



London, April 26— A battlo was fought on 
Good Friday before Megdalla. King Thoo- 
dorus commanded in person. He was defeat- 
ed and retreated into the town, his loss being 
heavy. On Monday Gen Napier ordored an 
assault. The lown and citadel wire curried 
by storm und King Theodorus slain. The 
Capital is in possession of tho British. Tho 
British losi was small. The oaptives wore 
found in the city alivo and well and were set 
free. They numbered sixty souls, men, women 
and cbildien and ltft on Friday foj Toulabar. 
Napier's immediate return to the coast is 
expected. t400 native troops laid down their 
arme. Theodorus had.5000 soldiers killed (?) 
and 1500 wounded. The entire force of 
Theodorus' army is either killotf, wounded or 
captured- Nupier lakes by his viclory 28 
largo guns, 5000 stand of small arms, 10,- 
000 ppeurs and many other articles of war. 
The interior of Uio fortress presented a 
splendid siubt. Tbo Palace glowed with 
tmrburic splendor ; the British troops plun- 
dered it at once. Four royal crowns made 
of tolid gold, $20,000 in silver, $10 000 
worth of silver pluto, and eeveial lols ol rich 
jewels and other articles ol great wealth were 
found.
